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PLANNING B’D 
DECLARES WAR | 


One of the most important 
boards in town, the Planning 
Board, has locked horns with 
Town Manager Cecil , ancaster 
over his planning of the re- 
construction of parts of Salem 
and Ballardvale Streets, as 
voted in the annual Town yeet- 
ing. 

The Planning Board, in a move 
that was a total surprise to 
both the Town yanager and the 
Board of Selectmen, submitted, 
last Thursday afternoon, for 
the Special Town Meeting, 
three articles. 

The first of these would re- 
scind the vote taken on Arti- 
cle 20, in the annual Town 
Meeting, in which $21,000 was 
voted to reconstruct parts of 
the two streets, 

The second and third articles 
were written in such a manner 
(the Planning Board hopes) as 
to get their idea of sensible 
planning for the area, 

Bombshell 

Even after the Planning Board 
had submitted their articles 
the news was knom to very few 
people, until yesterday. 

The action of the Planning 
Board is practically a bomb- 
shell, as it declared a com- 
plete lack of confidence in 
the Town manager’ s planning. 

Keetings 

Since the filing of the three 
articles the Selectmen have 
met twice, and the planning 
Board once. 

The Planning Board, Monday 
night, meeting in the basement 
of the Town Hall, unanimously 
reconfirmed their position. 
The Selectmen, meeting Monday 
night upstairs, discussed the 
three articles, with mixed 
emotions. 

Selectmen Brooks and pe Fe- 
lice seemed to be 100% behind 
the Town yanager, and Select- 
men Mrs Drew and Donald Kidder 
seemed to be waving a danger 
flag - which, if it was so, 
was totally ignored by the 
Town yanager. 

Brooks said that he was 
‘personally opposed’, and De 
Felice speculated that there 
would be ‘heavy land takings -

can’t tell how much money’ if 
the three articles of the 
Planning Board were to be vo- 
ted, in the May 28th Special 
Town meeting. 
Selectman Kidder stated that 
he felt that the Selectmen 
should explore every angle of 
doing the work under Chapter 
90 of the State laws (State 
pays 50%, County 25% of costs) 
before coming to @ final de- 
cision, and yrs. Drew also 
spoke up on this point. 
Lancaster told the Selectmen 
that he had explored Chapter 
90, two years ago, and further 
that the Chapter does not in- 
elude the construction of 
sidewalks. 
Brooks said that it was im- 
possible because ‘we have 
already had a delegation of 
people on upper Ballardvale 
Street to whom we have pro- 
mised (construction)’. 
Sidewalks 


Lancaster went on to say that | 


there was no provision for the 
construction of sidewalks us- 
ing state aid. 

‘If any sidewalks were built 
in this tow in recent years 
with state funds it was il- 
legal, period’. 

Lancaster was seemingly upset 
by Kidder’s insistance that 
the Chapter 90 provisions be 
fully explored. 

He twice offered to take Kid- 
der to the County Courthouse 
where he could, he said, prove 
his point. 

One of the offers was for 
‘tomorrow (Tuesday) and a se- 
cond for ‘any day this week’. 
De Felice spoke on the ne- 
cessity of having ‘answers’ 
for the Tow yeeting, to which 
Lancaster replied somewhat 
loftily that ‘I’ve got them 
all ready’. 

The discussion Monday night 
closed with a question from 
Kidder, who wanted to know how 
the Town yanager could argue 
that the upper part of Bal- 
lardvale Street could be done 
under the Chapter 90 provis- 
ions, while he could not do 
the lower part.

The Three Articles 
There is much to discuss, 


concerning the 
three articles submitted by 


the Planning Board. 


It seems that there are still more "goofs" 
| than those that the Planning Board has discover 
ed, and these concern the lot of land which the 
town sold in the April 30th Special Town Meet- 
ing) to Robert G Cowie. 

The town vote said in part: "Beginning at an 
iron pipe inside the stonewall at the northwest 
corner of lot near land of Frank J. Melanson, 
thence running along Ballardvale Street --" 

There is no stonewall at the northwest cor- 
ner of the lot. There is one at the northeast 
corner, and if the word northeast is substitu- 
ted everything fits. 

In other words the Town Hall Goofed Again, 
and if the lawyers can't straighten out 
wording there will have to be another Town 
Meeting, to sell the land to the Cowies for the 
third, fourth or fifth time - we've lost count. 

And even if the lawyers should be able to 
straighten out things there is still another 
question. This one involves the Town Manager's 
famous "forethought" article, Article 20 of 
annual Town Meeting - the one about which 
Planning Board is so upset. 

According to the map which 
the Town Clerk, and which accompanied Article 
}20, the town has voted to pave the front 20 
feet or so of the Cowie lot sold on April 30th, 
(assuming no error in the sale). 

Maybe Mr. Cowie would like to have 20 feet 
of pavement, instead of a lawn he would have 
mow - and maybe he wouldn't like the idea, but 
he most assuredly would like to make up his own 
mind on the subject, and not have the Town 
Manager do it for him. 

Another point of Article 20 concerns one of 
the contractors at the new school. He is sup- 
posed to build a safety island, on school pro- 
perty, behind which the school buses can unlaod 
children in safety. Tt is part of a $75,000

Could it be done on Chapter 90? 


7 The answer to this question, in the opinion 
of this paper, is an unqualified Yes. 
Article 20 proposes to reconstruct about 


half of the distance between the John Brooks | 
home and the beginning of Route 125, using en- 
tirely town funds, for $21,000. Part of this 
money would be for sidewalks. The street is 
"laid out" to be 50 feet wide - the same width 
as "Chapter 90" streets. 

Chapter 90 has already been used to con- 
struct Salem Street from the Tewksbury line to 
the home of John Brooks.’ About half a mile re- 
mains to be done, to Route 125, 

Strictly as a guess, it would cost about 
$40,000 to construct the road under Chapter 90, 
and the town would get $30,000 back from the 
State and County. 

If a sidewalk were built the entire distance 
(for instance) it would cost perhaps $12, $14 
thousand. 

Using the provisions of the School Building 
Assistance Act the town could get a 50% rebate} 
on that portion adjacent to the school the 
portion that Cecil Lancaster seems to want to 
build - as a guess say $4,000. 

Using these figures (admittedly guesses) the 
town for about $20,000 could build the road and 
sidewalk all the way from the Brooks home to 
Route 125.
